‘Chere is some fear, 
perhaps, that the suggestion is no 
more than an endeavour to start 
America on a new line of thought, 
and one that the mass af | the 
American public may be reluctant 
to adopt, but it is politically 
shrewd and farsecing, It ‘affords 
the plainest evidence that the 
American authorities are deter- 
mired that theie people shall not 
sink back into isolation, a mood 
thar is at times encouraged by the 
small visible results of the piece- 
meal assistance hitherto given to 
distressed European nations. The 
response that the United States 
may give is made to depend upon 
some joint plan for Continental 
recovery evolved “by a number 
of European nations, if not by 
all.” If that were forthcoming 
America, it is indicated, might be 
induced to provide the flow of 
dollars without which Europe will 
fo hungry. 

In this new approdch to the 
problems that beset the European 
nations the line chosen is 
economic: rather than political. 
America is asked to see whether 
it is possible to, set Europe on its 
legs, and to do so without’ 
arousing that national” sentiment 
which is at once sensitive to 
and suspicious of diplomatic 
efforts'to promote unity. What 
is sought, as Mr. Marshall puts 
it, “is.a cure rather than a mere 
palliative.” His speech on the 
subject should dispose of any. sug- 
gestion that there is apolitical 


\movement against. Russia, which,

is invited to share in the drafting 
of a programme that America 
can support.
